Present claims 1-4 relate to a single chain antibody defined by reference 
to a desirable characteristic or property, namely "which inhibits the 
activity of DNA gyrase from M. smegmatis and M. tuberculosis". 

The claims cover all single chain antibodies having this characteristic 
or property, whereas the application provides support within the meaning 
of Article 6 PCT and/or disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT 
for only a very limited number of such single chain antibodies. In the 
present case, the claims so lack support, and the application so lacks 
disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope 
is Impossible. Independent of the above reasoning, the claims also lack 
clarity (Article 6 PCT). An attempt Is made to define the single chain 
antibody by reference to a result to be achieved. Again, this lack of 
clarity in the present case Is such as to render a meaningful search 
over the whole of the claimed scope impossible. Consequently, the search 
has been carried out for those parts of the claims which appear to be 
clear, supported and disclosed, namely those parts relating to the single 
chain antibody containing amino acid sequences SEQ ID NOS: 3 and 4 or 
having amino acid sequence SEQ ID NO: 2 as disclosed in part E. of the 
description, pages 13-18. 

The same applies to the monoclonal antibodies of claim 7 "which inhibit 
DNA gyrase from fluoroquinolone resistant M. smegmatis and M. 
tuberculosis". The search has been restricted to the monoclonal 
antibodies MsGyrA:C3 and MsGyrAiHll disclosed in part D. of the 
description, pages 12-13, showing an inhibitory effect on DNA gyrase from 
fluoroquinolone resistant M. smegmatis and M tuberculosis. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims, or parts of 
claims, relating to inventions in respect of which no international 
search report has been established need not be the subject of an 
International preliminary examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
